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BCC On The Road With The Great 
North American Race 


The 1995 Great American Race will be driving through a town near you in July, with over 100 antique automobiles on a course that runs 
from Ottawa, Canada, all the way to Mexico City. Our own BCC Professor, Elliot Reitz and his wife Judy (who is an alumnus and a 
faculty member), will be navigating car # 97, a black 1929 Ford “Indy Type” Racer. 


With a very competitive entry process, they were fortunate to make the top 100 field cut. There will be over $15 million in pre - WWII 
cars competing for first place against teams from around the world. Departing on Saturday, July 1st, in Ottawa, Canada,the racers will 
be cruising into Toronto by evening, with the next day’s noontime stop in Buffalo, NY. On the evening of July 2nd, Downtown 
Binghamton hosts the Great American Race with a Shine Time America - Antique Car Show, live music (the BCC Jazz Ensemble will 
be performing), Mini Go-Cart Grand Prix, and the Taste of Broome Food Fair. The following day, the race moves onto York, PA, as well 
as many other “pit stops” before arriving at the finish line in Mexico City on July 15th. 


A “great” plus for anyone who takes an interest in the Race is that it is absolutely free to all spectators. You are encouraged to talk with 
the drivers, take photographs and enjoy these museum quality autos, up close and personal. You'll have the unique opportunity to hear 
the chugs and backfires of cars you only see in books and magazines, along with the interesting people that sit behind the wheel. 


Racing street legal antique cars 200 to 480 miles a day over sporty back roads and in all types of weather is tough to finish and even 
harder to win. The Reitz’s have made several permitted modifications to their ‘29 Ford, including upgrading the cooling system, brakes, 
and engine components. Their car is entered in the “open wheel, open cockpit” class that specifically forbids fenders or tops. Good 
weather will certainly be appreciated. 


Although not a speed contest, all cars must be capable of attaining interstate speeds. On some of the older vehicles, this is achieved with 
“overdrives.” Success each day is measured by endurance and precision driving, where as little as a few seconds or one malfunction can 
put you out of the race for the day. Drivers are not allowed to use maps, odometers, or stop watches while competing in the race. Course 
directions are given each day, with a precise starting time and a series of instructions for speed changes, stops, starts, and turns as 
designated by a computer. Additionally, there are several secret checkpoints used each day to time and photograph each racer. Their 
times are sent via satellite to Central Scoring, which keeps track of the car’s location and scoring points. Each second above or below 
the computerized schedule equates to a penalty point. The low score wins and every auto is handicapped according to age. 


The 1995 Great American Race is truly history on the highway. If you see a jet black, sleek racer sporting #97 on the sides and grill, then 


you’ve found BCC’s hometeam: Elliot and Judy Reitz. They may be hard to recognize behind the “Red Barron” goggles, leather 
skullcaps and scarves, but introduce yourself anyway. They’ll be glad to see you.

Assistant Professor, Nursing 


“When I entered the Nursing Program at BCC several years 
ago, I never thought that I would someday return to teach 
students in the very same program that I graduated from. 
My return to BCC as a faculty member was preceded by a 
variety of experiences in the nursing profession. The fall 
semester of 1995 marks my fourth year as a full time 
instructor.” 


“For the first seven years after graduating from BCC, I spent 
a great deal of time in several different nursing positions in 
Binghamton and Rochester. When I decided to pursue a 
Baccalaureate Degree, my BCC education paved a smooth 
transition to the SUNY Institute of Technology in Utica. 
All of my Associate Degree credits transfered, and with my 
combined studies at SUNY Utica, including clinical 
experiences, I was fully prepared for graduate school.” 


“After completing grad school at Syracuse University, I 
remained in the Binghamton area, working as a clinical 
specialist and later as a nurse administrator. In 1990, I 
returned to BCC as an instructor in addition to establishing 
my own business, Medical Legal Consultants. The company 
focuses on assisting area attorneys with medical court cases. 
I like working on the interesting cases that I have handled, 
and I continue to enjoy being a nursing educator at BCC.” 


Tricia writes that she has been honored in Who’s Who in 
American Nursing, and has been recognized by the American 
Association of Legal Nurse Consultants for contributing to 
the Journal of Legal Nurse Consulting. She also reccomends 
that students view their graduation from BCC as a new 
beginning and not as the end of an educational goal.

I graduated from BCC in June of 1974 from what was then 
known as the Medical Record Technology Program. In those 
days, the College was on a three term academic year (Fall, 
Winter and Spring). Ichose BCC to begin my post-secondary 
education because I wanted to attend college while living at 
home. Growing up in the Triple Cities, I had heard about 
the quality education that BCC had to offer. 


As a senior, I served my Directed Practice assignment at 
River-Mede Manor Nursing Home. During this time, I was 
offered and accepted a position to set up their first Medical 
Records Department. I was the first Accredited Record 
Technician ever to work at River-Mede. I worked there until 
1976, when BCC program chairperson Mary Rosato asked 
if I would be interested in returning to BCC to teach in the 
Medical Records Technology program. 


After 18 years, I am now an Assistant Professor in the 
program, now known as Health Information Technology. 
While teaching at BCC I earned my Master’s degree from 
Binghamton University. I was honored to receive the 
Recognition Award for Outstanding MASS Thesis Project, 
as well as a nomination to Who’s Who Among America’s 
College Teachers. 


Some significant changes I have noticed over the years at 
BCC would include the many new buildings on campus, as 
well as the change in type of students we have. When I first 
came to Broome as a student and a faculty member, the 
majority of students were recent high school graduates; 
having a nontraditional student was almost unheard of. 
Today, most of my students are nontraditional! 


The one thing that has remained constant, however, is the 
quality of education that BCC is known for. Special names 
that come to mind from my college experience are Mary 
Schum and Teressa Buran. These two professionals were 
my mentors who assisted and guided me in my teaching 
career, and I will always be grateful to them. 


I also met my husband, Jerry Hlopko, here at BCC while we 
were both teaching. Jerry is also an alumnus who went on 
to work here. In fact, I am already preparing our 10 year old 
daughter to attend BCC. She has heard throughout her young 
life that BCC is an excellent school and a great place to start 
her college education!

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Planned Gifts Can Help College, 
Students and Donor

Director of Planned Giving 


There are many ways alumni and 
friends of BCC can help the College 
and its students, and some of these 
can benefit the donor as, well. In this 
and upcoming issues of BCC NEWS 
the major gift vehicles will be 
discussed. 


Generally, gifts to the Foundation to 
assist BCC and its students come in 
two ways. The most common is a gift 
to the Annual Fund. This is the “life 
blood” of our effort and the one where 
most resources are invested, in staff 
and volunteer time and materials. But 
the following gifts are referred to as 
“planned,” and it is these gifts that 
support the College forever through 
the Foundation’s Endowment Fund. 
Here are ways you can plan ahead and 
help the College, its students, and 
yourself through current tax laws. 


Outright Endowed Gift 


Due to special financial circum- 
stances, a large, one-time gift of cash 
may be possible. In fact, for tax pur- 
poses, the donor wishing to establish 
an endowed fund in his/her name 
might find this the perfect time. A 
minimum of $5,000 will do it, and a 
substantial tax savings can be real- 
ized. This is especially true for gifts 
of appreciated property (stocks, real 
estate, etc.). After the fund is estab- 
lished, it can be added to at any time 
and in any amount. 
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Life-income Options 


The Pooled Life Income Fund and 
Charitable Remainder Trust are two 
options for the donor to make a major 
gift to the Foundation, receive income 
for life (and for one’s spouse), and 
then establish an endowed fund in his/ 
her name. The Pooled Life Income 
Fund has a minimum gift level of 
$5,000 and with no cost to the donor. 
Charitable Remainder Trusts have a 
higher initial gift investment and 
costs to the donor, but the life income 
is generally substantially higher. The 
eventual gift to the College is much 
higher, too, of course. 


Gifts of Real Estate 


Most real property has appreciated 
over the years, so it can make a 
particularly good gift for purposes of 
establishing an endowed fund now or 


for establishing a trust, earning | 


income for yourself now and 
establishing the fund later. If the 
property has appreciated, it should be 
given outright to the Foundation or 
to trust. In these cases, there is no 
capital-gains tax, a sizable income tax 
deduction is available the first year 
(and more if not needed in total in the 
first year), and a portion of the income 
thereafter is also deductible. 


Another possibility is to gift your 
residence but remain in it for life. 


' There are tax benefits here, as well. 


Bequests 


Perhaps most common is the gift by 
will. Advantages here include control 
of your assets until you no longer 
need them and removing assets from 
your estate, thus reducing both the 
size of your taxable estate and 
possible headaches for eventual 
executors. Gifts made can be specific 
amounts (or property), a percentage 
of your estate, or the remainder of the 
estate after the needs of other 
beneficiaries are met. By apprising 
the Foundation staff of your 
intentions now, provisions for 
eventual use of your bequest can be 


substantiated in writing, making 


certain that your wishes are met. 
(Also, substantiated bequests of a 
minimum of $10,000 will include you 
in the Foundation’s Cecil C. Tyrrell 
Society) 


These planned giving options are just 
a few of the many available. Because 
each donor’s situation is different, it 
is suggested that a legal and/or 
financial adviser be consulted.
